Blogger 
gets his 
apology

The guy who posted the An- 
thony Weiner photos actually 
hijacked the New York con- 
gressman’s news conference? 

Yep. 

Before Weiner spoke at his 
scheduled news conference 
Monday afternoon, Andrew 
Breitbart-who claimed he 
just happened to be staying 
at a hotel a few blocks away- 
unexpectedly took over the 
podium to challenge Weiner 
and the media and defend his 
site’s story. 

The images were first pub- 
lished on biggovernment. 

com, a conservative website 
run by Breitbart. 

“This is an ongoing story, 
this is a compelling story,’’ said 
Breitbart, bristling at reports 
he orchestrated the issue for 
political purposes and was re- 
sponsible for hacking Weiner’s 
account. “I did not like that 
he doubled down that this is 
about Breitbart.’’ 

The conservative blogger 
also claimed that he had, in his 
possession, another “X-rated” 
photo allegedly from Weiner 
that he said he wasn’t releas- 
ing because he hoped “to save 
[Weiner’s] family.” 

“I’d like an apology,” a defi- 
ant Breitbart said. “This was 
his strategy, which is to blame 
me for hacking.” 

During his news confer- 
ence, Weiner apologized “to 
everyone that I misled in the 
media”-including Breitbart. 

Fellow Dem calls 
for investigation

WASHINGTON A weelc after claiming a hacker had 
posted a lewd photo to his Twitter account, U.S. 
Rep. Anthony Weiner on Monday apologized for 
lying about the ordeal and admitted carrying on 
inappropriate relationships with several women 
he’d met online. 

Weiner, a New York Democrat, said he is not 
resigning his seat, nor is he planning on separat- 
ing from his wife. But he said he took “full re- 
sponsibility” for his actions— both the relation- 
ships and for lying about sending the photo last 
month of his bulging underwear on his Twitter 
account. 

“To be clear, the picture was of me, and I sent 
it. I’m deeply sorry for the pain this has caused my 
wife, and our family, my constituents, my friends, 
my supporters and my staff,” he said, claiming 
he’d posted the Twitter photo accidentally as a 


“joke” and then “panicked.” “I lied because I was 
ashamed at what I had done, and I didn’t want to 
get caught.” 

An emotional Weiner described his actions as 
“dumb,” “destructive” and “deeply, deeply hurt- 
ful”— both for his admitted coverup and for 
repeatedly engaging in “inappropriate conversa- 
tions conducted over Twitter, Facebook, email 
and occasionally on the phone” with women he’d 
met online, mostly via Facebook. 

The congressman claimed he never met any of 
these women in person, and that his wife, Huma 
Abedin, learned he’d been lying about the Twitter 
picture only Monday morning. 

“I have made terrible mistakes,” Weiner said. “I 
have not been honest with myself or my family ... 
I should not have done this, and I should not have 
done this particularly when I was married.” 

Weiner claimed he does not believe he used 


any government resources, while he “exchanged 
messages and photos of an explicit nature with 
about six women over the last three years.” Some 
of those relationships began before his 2010 mar- 
riage and some happened, and continued, after- 
ward. 

He hails from New York’s solidly Democratic 
9 th district, which includes parts of the New Y^rk 
City boroughs of Queens and Brooklyn. He hand- 
ily won re-election in November, besting his Re- 
publican challenger by 22 points. 

If Weiner were to resign or be compelled to 
leave office. New Y)rk Gov Andrew Cuomo, also 
a Democrat, would determine the timing of a spe- 
cial election to replace him. 

Monday’s admission came hours after images 
were published on biggovernment.com, a con- 
servative website run by Andrew Breitbart, that 
purportedly showed Weiner shirtless.

A new life for CTA*s 
rapid transit buses 

TTie CTA has faced a long, slow road in introducing bus rapid tran- 
sit-express bus service that would get riders to their destination 
faster because of bus-only lanes and traffic signals that give buses 
priority over other traffic. 

In 2008, the CTA was awarded $153 million in federal funds to 
build bus-only lanes on parts of Chicago Avenue, Halsted Street, 
Jeffery Boulevard and 79th Street. Express buses were supposed to be 
running by 2010. 

But in 2009, the CTA had to forfeit that money because of ap- 
plication troubles. One of the problems: CTA officials failed to hold 
enough public meetings about the project, the Tribune reported. 

The CTA got back on track and in July the agency was awarded an 
$ii million grant to test bus rapid transit on about 16 miles ofjeffery 
Boulevard from 103rd Street and Stony Island Avenue to Madison 
Street. 

Now the CTA is holding a public meeting about Jeffery Boulevard 
plans from 4-6 p.m. 'S^dnesday at the Chicago Public Library Avalon 
Park branch, 8148 S. Stony Island Ave. A second open house will be 
held from 6-8 p.m. Thursday at CTA headquarters, 567 W. Lake St. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Emanuel listed bus rapid transit as one of his 
priorities in a report released last month. 

Other cities have successfully instituted bus rapid transit. Pitts- 
burgh was praised for buses that arrive every two minutes during peak 
hours while Cleveland was lauded for its dedicated bus lanes, which 
helped result in a 60 percent increase in ridership. Those findings 
were published in a study last month by the Institute for Transpor- 
tation and Development Policy, a nonprofit group that promotes 
developing infrastructure. 

The Chicago program is expected to enhance service, which may 
increase ridership, on the No. 14 Jeffery Express bus route that runs 
between 103rd Street and Stony Island Avenue and Washington and 
Jefferson streets. 

The No. 14 has become less popular in the past few years. The route 
sees about 12,000 riders on an average weekday down from about 
14,500 riders in April 2008, according to an April CTA ridership report. 

In addition to the Jeffery Boulevard pilot, Emanuel said in his first 
100 days of office the city will initiate an “alternatives analysis” on 
Western and Ashland avenues to determine which corridor can most 
benefit from bus rapid transit. 

The analysis is expected to completed in Emanuel’s first year of 
administration. 

Both avenues have seen ridership shifts since express bus service was 
cut in February 2010. The Ashland bus logs 30,031 riders on an average 
weekday while the Western bus sees 28,210 riders, according to the CTA. 

The Ashland bus is the second most popular bus in terms of average 
weekday ridership, behind the 79th Street bus, while the ^^stern bus 
is the third most popular.

ACTING POLICE SUPERINTENDENT 
VOWS ACTION AGAINST GROUPS 
WHO CARRIED OUT VIOLENT ATTACKS

No one was seriously hurt in the flurry of five 
random attacks by a mob of young men on 
Chicago’s lakefront over the weekend. 

But the feeling among many visitors and resi- 
dents that the popular Near North Side stretch 
where the attacks occurred is safe for strolling 
on a summer night may have taken a hit. 

“I think it reflects badly on Chicago,” said 
Dr. Jack Singer, 68, a Seattle oncologist who 
was one of two victims in town for a con- 
vention of cancer specialists at McCormick 
Place. “IVe been coming to the convention 
every year, and this is the first time I’ve felt 
threatened downtown.” 

The outbreak of random violence along a 
busy stretch of Chicago Avenue and the lake- 
front creates a sensitive issue for city officials 
eager to boost tourism and convention business. 

“No matter what, we have to remember 
this isn’t just about downtown residents, but 
our tourism economy,” said Aid. Brendan 
Reilly whose 42nd ward encompasses most of 
the downtown business district. “Perception 
is reality in tourism world. There are econom- 
ic consequences if people think downtown 
isn’t safe.” 

Reilly said Monday that police need more 
resources to deal with the influx of “hundreds 
of thousands” of people 
flooding downtown 
and the beaches 
on weekends* 


COMM ITTEE APPROVES TOP COP 

Acting police Superintendent Garry 
McCarthy was quizzed by Chicago aider- 
men for more than three hours Monday 
before a City Council committee signed 
off on his appointment. Several of Mayor 
Emanuel’s other appointments also sailed 
through their committees Monday before 
the full council votes Wednesday. 

Five youths were charged Monday in the 
crimes, and acting police Superintendent 
Garry McCarthy praised the department’s re- 
sponse. He said there is no need for people to 
be afraid to walk around downtown. 

“I think our reaction to it has been quick, 
it’s been swift and it’s been very effective,” 
McCarthy said outside his confirmation hear- 
ing at City Hall. 

McCarthy said he won’t be satisfied until 
every offender is in custody. 

“The strategy to prevent that from occur- 
ring again is not to be satisfied when 10 kids 
commit an infraction and arrest three of them. 
The answer is we’re going to go after all 10 of 
them,” McCarthy said. “We’re going to find 
every one of them, and we’re going to pros- 
ecute and arrest every single one of them.” 

The attacks occurred around 8:30 p.m. Sat- 
urday Moments after a group of teens wres- 
tled with Singer over his iPad and BlackBerry 


members of the same mob attacked a 42-year- 
old doctor visiting from Japan. T'hat doctor 
was beaten and robbed of his iPod Touch 
while walking in the 700 block of North Lake 

Shore Drive, authorities said. 

Police sources said they have been aware 
of large groups of teens causing trouble along 
North Michigan Avenue for at least the past 
year. One source said the fear is the attacks 
could become more frequent as the weather 


gets warmer. 

While there have been reports nationwide 
of shoplifting and other crimes carried out 
by “flash mobs” coordinating their efforts 
throi^h text messaging, the attacks Saturday 
did not appear to be coordinated by any social 
media, police said. 

On Monday two i6-year-old boys who were 
ordered held in custody on juvenile charges 
of attempted armed robbery and aggravated

battery Three other teens were charged with 
robbery as adults: Dvonte Sykes, 17, of the 
7500 block of South Normal Avenue; Tro- 
volus Pickett, 17, of the 8400 block of South 
Dorchester Avenue, and Derod’te Wright, 
18, of the 3500 block of South State Street. 
They remained in custody Monday night 
in lieu of bonds ranging from $200,000 to 
$300,000. 

None of the defendants has any adult ar- 
rests, according to prosecutors. 

The first victim, insurance salesman 
Krzysztof Wilkowski, 34, said he was sit- 
ting on his motor scooter checking his cell- 
phone around 7:30 p.m. when he was hit in 
the head with a baseball, which knocked his 
helmet off 

“The next thing I know is I’m being hit 
by the helmet, then being dragged into the 



street,” Wilkowski said. “I couldn’t believe 
it. It was broad daylight outside, there were 
people around, and this happened.” 

Moments later. Singer, who sitting on a 
park bench smoking a cigar and typing an 
email, was attacked by members of the same 
group. The teens then ran east over Lake 
Shore Drive, where they allegedly attacked 
the doctor from Japan and two other people 
along the bike path just south of Chicago 
Avenue. 

Ryan Dacumos, 20, of Lakeview said he 
was riding his mountain bike when the mob 
approached him and one of them grabbed 
the headphones to his iPad. 

“They were asking for my wallet,” Dacu- 
mos said. ‘After I gave it, they punched me 
in my mouth and in my left ear. I started to 
run away so fast because I was scared.”

Old crime gets 
a tech twist

Coordinated attacks that took place 
downtown Saturday have stoked alarm 
and prompted Chicago’s acting police su- 
perintendent to issue a statement on the 
incidents. 

But the idea of an organized group 
preying on strangers through seemingly 
random attacks is not a new phenom- 
enon, according to Arthur Lurigio, a psy- 
chology and criminal justice professor at 
Loyola University Chicago. 

Such incidents have been reported 
in cities across the country for years, 
he said. What separates some of these 
crimes from previous incarnations is the 
reported use of social media and mobile 
technology to orchestrate them. 

Police have been implementing strat- 
egies since May to address the so-called 
mob actions, some of which are coor- 
dinated via text messages or social net- 
working websites, according to the Tri- 
bune. 

Other cities also have been affected by 
coordinated attacks. 

Time magazine recently reported on 
flash mobs turning into “flash robs,” in 
which groups of people swarm a store, 
grab merchandise and flee. Such inci- 
dents have been reported in Washington, 
DC., and Chicago. 


NEW NAME, SAME APPROACH 

Coordinated attacks have been a 
problem in New York City before. 
There, the term “wilding” refers to 
packs of people attacking strangers 
on the streets. 


Other recent occurrences include one 
in Newark City, where a group of teens 
showed up last month at Dunkin’ Donuts 
and tossed chairs, grabbed doughnuts 
from behind the counter and stole drinks. 
Also last month, dozens of teens stormed 
a Las Vegas convenience store in a coordi- 
nated event, making off with about $600 
worth of merchandise, according to The 
Associated Press. 

Philadelphia saw a few incidents last 
year in which flash mobs assaulted and 
robbed people. In Kansas City, hundreds 
of teens last year showed up at a plaza 
causing fights and destroying property 

In Chicago, Lurigio said police action 
eventually will put an end to the inci- 
dents. He also said any kind of criminal 
activity can become less satisfying for a 
criminal the more it is carried out. 

“It’ll fade,” he said. “I hope soon before 
more people get hurt.”

Just Venting’ 

Blagojevich says he never ordered Tribune writers to be fired

Former Gov Rod Blagojevich said Mon- 
day that he wanted the Tribune to fire 
writers who were critical of him, while 
he was helping the paper structure a deal 
connected with the sale of the Cubs. 

But Blagojevich, testifying in his own 
defense at his corruption retrial, said he 
was just “venting” when he told his chief 
of staff the writers should be fired. 

Blagojevich also denied Monday that 
his desire to be appointed to a cabinet po- 
sition in the Obama administration, or to 
head a nonprofit funded by wealthy Dem- 
ocrats, was connected to his power to ap- 
point a senator to fill the vacancy created 
when Barack Obama became president. 

Blagojevich is on trial for the second 
time on charges he tried to exchange offi- 
cial action for personal and financial gain, 
including a high-paying job for himself 
and his wife, Patti. 


A jury in his first trial convicted him of 
one count of lying to federal authorities 
but did not reach a unanimous verdict on 
the more serious counts. Blagojevich, be- 
ing tried on 20 counts including wire fraud 
and conspiracy did not put on any defense 
in the first trial. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney Reid Schar 
brought up an interview Blagojevich gave 
to MSNBC’s Rachel Maddow on Jan. 27, 
2009, in which he denied trying to put 
pressure on the Tribune. 

Maddow asked “Did you tell them to 
lay off?” meaning “lay off” in their criti- 
cism of Blagojevich. And Blagojevich had 
answered, “No.” 

Blagojevich said Monday he was not ly- 
ing to Maddow, and what he meant by “lay 
off” was to fire editorial writers. 

An incredulous sounding Schar re- 
sponded: “It’s your testimony that you 
understood that to mean telling them to 


lay people off?” 

“The way I read that and recall I’m talk- 
ing about firing people at the editorial 
board,” Blagojevich said. 

Blagojevich admitted Monday he had a 
wish list of things he wanted at the same 
time President-elect Obama was telling 
him through intermediaries he would be 
happy to see Obama friend Valerie Jarrett 
appointed to the Senate seat. But Blago- 
jevich insisted that it wasn’t one for the 
other. 

“If you weren’t getting your position 
at Health and Human Services then Val- 
erie Jarrett wasn’t getting the Senate seat,” 
Schar said. 

“That’s not true at all,” Blagojevich 
said. 

In fact, Blagojevich said he thought he 
was a long shot for the position. “I’m a 
Cubs fan,” Blagojevich said. “I’m keeping 
hope alive.” 


Shhhh! Metra 
expands quiet 
car program

Metra launched its quiet cars operation on 
all II of its lines Monday, offering interest- 
ed riders a silent commute. The reaction 
itself was quiet, as many commuters didn’t 
know they were in designated cars. 

Gaurav Gaonkar didn’t realize he got in 
a quiet car, but he’s glad he did. 

“I actually had no idea,” said Gaonkar, 
who commutes from Buffalo Grove to the 
Illinois Institute of Technology “It was 
very quiet. The conductor didn’t need to 
really say anything.” 

Jennifer LaGrandeur works in finance 
downtown and inadvertently ended up in 
a quiet car during her commute Monday 
morning. The car was silent, and she was 
able to work, LaGrandeur said, adding 
that she would definitely seek a quiet car 
for her next Metra ride. 

Conductor Don Kiesgen said he had to 
tell several riders to stop talking on their 
cellphones or move. He expressed con- 
cern about trying to enforce the rule with- 
out angering regular riders. Metra has said 
conductors will hand reminder cards to 
noisy passengers, though it will rely largely 
on peer pressure to keep the volume down. 
Quiet cars are marked with signs. 

Quiet cars are available on all lines ex- 
cept on two-car trains, according to Me- 
tra. The second car from the engine and 
the second car from the other end of the 
train are designated as quiet on all diesel 
trains with six cars or more, according to 
Metra. On trains with five cars or fewer, 
only the second car from the engine will 
be a quiet car. On Metra’s Electric line, the 
third car from the south end will be the 
only quiet zone. 

Designated cars are on inbound trains 
arriving before 9 a.m. and outbound trains 
leaving between 3:30 and 6 p.m.

For more than a year, Eleanor Bridges stirred from her 
sleep, walked out onto her neat porch and scanned the dark 
street in her West Englewood neighborhood, hoping to see 
her daughter making her way home. 

As Bridges held on to hope that her missing daughter 
was still alive, an unidentified body lay at the Cook County 
medical examiner’s office, known only as April 2010 case 
No. 146. 

It took more than a year for authorities to know the un- 
identified woman was Carmelita Johnson, Bridges’ daugh- 
ter. While Johnson’s family is hurt and upset authorities 
took so long to identify her, Chicago police said they did 
all they could. 

Johnson was last seen Jan. 5, 2010, by her family who re- 
ported the 47-year-old mother of four missing several days 
later. 

In April 2010, the body of an unidentified woman was

found by a man walking his dog along the beach in the 8500 
block of South Green Bay Avenue in South Chicago. No 
one connected Johnson and case No. 146 until last week, 
when dental records provided to the medical examiner’s of- 
fice made the match. 

“I’m very upset and angry that it took this long to identify 
my mother’s body,” said Leslie Jackson, 26, one of Johnson’s 
daughters. “Whether it was good or bad, I just wanted to 
know” 

Wentworth Area Cmdr. Patricia Walsh said detectives 
worked the case as they would all missing-person cases. 
They developed and followed up on leads, checked surveil- 
lance video and toured the neighborhood with relatives, all 
while knowing Johnson could have met her death. 

Despite their hurt, the family is relieved to known John- 
son is able to rest now “We have some closure, but we have 
unanswered questions,” Jackson said. “... She’s actually in a 
better place. She’s not suffering.”

CTA is tops 
for romance

Tbu can’t spell “love” without “L.” The CTA on Monday was 
named most romantic U.S. transit system by Craigslist. 

The CTA had five stations in the top 10 most romantic list, 
which Craigslist calculated by dividing the total number of 
Missed Connection ads for a particular station by the average 
ridership figures for that station. 

The Belmont stop on the Brown, Red and Purple lines was 
named third most romantic, behind stops in Washington and 
Philadelphia. 

The Addison stop on the Red Line was named fifth most 
romantic, followed by the California Pink Line stop (sixth), 
the Linden Purple Line stop (seventh) and the Fullerton stop 
on the Red, Brown and Purple lines (eighth). 

Two stops in NewTbrk and one in Boston rounded out the 
top 10 list. 

The study looked at 750 stations in New York, Chicago, 
Washington, Philadelphia and Boston. 

In September, Craigslist released its four-week analysis of 
Chicago’s most romantic train stations. In addition to the 
five stations mentioned above, the Damen Brown Line, Ber- 
wyn Red Line, Thorndale Red Line and Bryn Mawr Red Line 
stops rounded out the top 10 along with the Western Blue 
Line stop on the Near West Side. 

“There must be something in the air in the Chicago subway 
system,” study analyst Peter Freedman, Craigslist’s director of 
improbable research, said in a statement. ‘And it’s turning the 
Windy City into the Flirty City”

“To this very day I don’t know what he did,” Tahawwur 
Rana told FBI agents during a six-hour tape-recorded in- 
terview with FBI agents a year after the raids that killed 
164 people. 

Rana is a 50 -year-old Canadian citizen charged with pro- 
viding support and his Chicago-based immigration business 
as a cover story while Headley scouted targets in India for the 
militant group Lashkar-e-Taiba and an officer with Pakistan’s 
intelligence agency, or ISI.

Jobs said people will be able to share book 
purchases, music and data, such as calendar 
items, across different devices, while back- 
ing up and updating information regularly 
Apple also announced Monday its newest 
operating system update, OS X Lion, will be 
available for download from the company’s 
App store in July for $29.99.

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Are four ‘new’ 
restaurant lounges 
worth visiting?

Lately it seems like a handftil 
of restaurants all have the 
same idea: Take an under- 
used part of the space, give it 
a new name and market it as 
a new hangout. But are they 
actually somewhere you’d 
want to spend your time— 
and money? We tried them 
out to gauge their potential 
as your new after-work 
hangout. 


Ban pao Lounge 

P W. Illinois St 312-222-1888 
The lowdown: This pan-Asian 
restaurant cordoned off some 
space near its front windows, 
brought in Buddha statues and 
sleek black couches, and poof: 
Ben Pao Lounge (BPL for short) 
was born. 

Hangout potential: Moderate. 
Separated from the bar area 
by the hostess stand and right 
across from the carryout win- 
dow, this alcove is unavoidably 
awkward. Though there’s a spe- 
cial menu with the BPL logo, 
the cocktail and snack options 
such as Asian pear saketinis 
($12), spring rolls ($3.95) and 
steamed barbecue pork buns 
($5.95) have been plucked from 
the main menu. We found it 
empty on a Thursday evening, 
so at least the lack of wait time 
Isa bonus. 


Bodega No. 5 

638 S. Michigan Ave. 312-765-0524 
The lowdown: South Loop hotel 
restaurant Mercat a la Planxa has 
turned its downstairs lounge into 
this $5 free-for-all. During the day, 
it’s all about $5 sandwiches for 
breakfast and lunch, but after 
5 p.m. the space serves Mercat’s 
Catalan tapas menu and drinks 
for just $5. 

Hangout potential: Moderate. 
The inside space is teeny (not un- 
like a neighborhood coffee shop), 
with just a handful of tables and 
the walk-up counter. But Bodega 
makes up for the cramped quar- 
ters with an excellent sidewalk 
patio and a tasty selection of 
cocktails (margaritas, sangria and 
house drinks with plenty of spice 
and fresh fruit). The bites (we 
tried a flatbread and empanada) 
were flavorful and-as we kept re- 
minding ourselves as we ordered 
another round-it’s only $5. 


Bridge Bar 

315 N. LaSaiie St. 312-822-0100 
The lowdown: Housed in the 
upstairs bar area of River North 
restaurant Fulton’s on the River, 
Bridge Bar has been rebranded 
as a “cocktail” kitchen, featur- 
ing an open-air cooking station 
for sandwiches and snacks; a 
hefty, food-inspired cocktail list; 
and an oyster bar. 

Hangout potential: Low to 
moderate. With drinks hover- 
ing in the $10 range and a 
crowd that seems to clear out 
soon after 9 p.m., this spot has 
“after-work drinks” written all 
over it. It’s definitely not a place 
you’ll want to do much travel- 
ing to reach, but if you’re in the 
area, the decor is classy (think 
sleek gray walls and a few pops 
of color in fabric hangings) and 
the drinks are well-poured. 


Evening Ale & Sandwich Bar 
at Lawry’s the Prime Rib 

100 E. Ontario St. 312-787-5000 
The lowdown: The bar area at this tourist 
magnet just off the Mag Mile isn’t new, but 
it recently introduced a new menu with 
small bites, charcuterie and craft brews. 
Hangout potential: Low. It’s hard to feel 
cool when the table next to you is talking 
about when to visit Water Tower Place 
and the drink menu features a Windy City 
cocktail and Michigan Avenue martini. 
Crab croquettes with remoulade ($9) and 
empanadas with Swiss chard, goat cheese 
and pine nuts ($8) are just fine. Cheers for 
craft beer choices on draft (New Holland 
Brewing’s Full Circle kolsch, Breckenridge 
Brewery’s vanilla porter), but leaving the 
prices off is lame.
